DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 8-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 7 recites 
at least one element of Al or Ga is contained in the composite particle. However, claims 
8-10 permit the absence of either Al or Ga, or both. Therefore, claims 8-10 fail to further 
limit the subject matter of claim 7 upon which they depend. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 is indefinite because the applying step appears incomplete. How a film 
is formed from a conductive coating composition is not described? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 3- 
33185 ("JP'185").* 

JP'185 teaches a phosphor having a particle diameter from 10 nm containing 
within it a compound containing ZnO and tin-containing indium oxide. See abstract and 
examples.
